Lady  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  my  Annual  Report  on  the 
Health  and  Sanitary  conditions  of  your  District  for  the  year  1923. 

Vital  Statistics. 

The  number  of  Births  registered  during  the  year  was  365  (190 
males  and  175  females);  this  is  a decrease  on  the  previous  year  of 
25.  The  above  number  includes  13  illegitimate  births. 

The  Birth  Rate  is  22*9,  comparing  very  favourably  with  that  of 
England  and  Wales,  which  is  19*7. 


Mortality. 

t 

The  number  of  Deaths  during  the  year  was  141  (74  males  and 
■67  females)  two  more  than  the  previous  year. 

This  number  includes  the  deaths  of  persons  in  hospitals  and 
institutions  outside  the  District,  and  formerly  resident  here. 

The  Death  Rate  is  8*8,  slightly  lower  than  the  previous  year, 
and  much  lower  than  that  of  England  and  Wales,  which  is  11*6. 

A copy  of  the  Vital  Statistics  for  England  and  Wales  will  be 
found  inserted  at  the  end  of  the  Report,  and  interesting  for  purposes 
of  comparison. 

There  were  36  Deaths  of  persons  over  the  age  of  65  years  (28 
of  this  number  were  over  70  years  of  age,  and  12  were  over  75 
years). 

The  Death  Rate  from  Phthisis  was  *37;  this  is  higher  than  last 

year. 

From  other  Tuberculous  Diseases  the  Death  Rate  is  *18,  which 
is  also  higher.

Infasitile  Mortality. 

There  is  again  a slight  decrease  in  the  deaths  of  infants  under 
one  year.  There  were  26  deaths,  giving  a Death  Rate  of  71  per 
1,000  Births. 

This  is  rather  higher  than  that  of  England  and  Wales,  which  is 
69.

The  Infantile  Deaths  occurred  in  the  following  parishes : 
Dinnington  13,  Wales  5,  Anston  2,  Letwell  2,  Harthill  2.  Two 
occurred  outside  the  district. 

This  Infantile  Death  Rate  is  the  lowest  I have  any  record  of, 
and  is  very  satisfactory,  considering  the  house  shortage  which  still 
exists.  At  least  200  more  houses  are  required.  Many  cases  of 
overcrowding  have  come  under  my  notice  m the  past  year.

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You  will  observe  from  this  Table  that  Scarlet  Fever  was  very 
prevalent  in  the  District  this  year,  34  cases  being  notified,  27  of 
which  were  removed  to  the  Isolation  Hospital.  No  deaths  occurred.. 

Chicken  Pox  was  made  notifiable  in  the  District  owing  to  the 
prevalence  of  Small  Pox  in  neighbouring  Districts. 

Nine  cases  of  Diphtheria  were  reported.

TubercuEosis. 

One  regrets  the  prevalence  of  Tuberculosis  in  the  District  is 
more  marked  than  in  previous  years.  This  is  accounted  for,  I am 
afraid,  by  the  large  amount  of  overcrowding  which  exists  in  the 
District.  Isolation  in  the  home  is  impossible  in  very  many  cases. 
The  estimated  number  of  houses  required,  given  above,  do  not  allow 
for  the  closing  of  any  which  do  not  come  to  a reasonable  standard. 
Under  existing  circumstances  my  department  is  helpless,  as  I cannot 
ask  you  to  issue  closing  orders,  when  the  people  have  no  where  else 
to  go.  The  Council  have  done  very  excellent  work  in  securing 
houses,  but  much  more  remains  to  be  done. 

x\nother  reason  why  the  number  of  cases  appear  to  have  increased? 
is  because  the  regulations  rg  Notifications  are  more  strictly  observed.

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School  Closure. 


It  was  found  necessary  to  recommend  the  closure  of  the  Thorpe 
Salvin  Council  School,  from  April  25  to  May  4 on  account  of  an 
•epidemic  of  influenza  amongst  the  school  children. 

Nursing  Arrangements,  Hospitals  and  other  Institutions 

available  for  the  District. 

Nursing  Arrangements. 

Professional  Nursing  in  the  home  is  carried  out  under  the 
supervision  of  several  Local  Nursing  Associations. 

No  provision  made  for  the  nursing  of  cases  of  infectious  disease 
in  the  home,  but  in  the  event  of  any  serious  outbreak,  the  Council 
would  undoubtedly  provide  such  a service. 

The  duties  under  the  Notification  of  Births  Act  are  carried  out 
by  the  County  Council. 

IVlidwives. 

The  inspection  and  supervision  of  Midwives  is  carried  out  by 
the  County  Council.  Number  of  Midwives  practising  in  the 
District — 8 (Anston2,  DinningtonS,  Harthill  1,  Wales  1,  Woodsetts  l) 

Clsuios  and  Treatment  Centres. 

Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Centres  (Consultation  and  Treat- 
ment) are  provided  at  Dinnington  and  Kiveton  Park  by  the  County 
Council. 

A Tuberculosis  Dispensary  is  also  provided  by  the  same 
Authority  at  Dinnington,  while  venereal  diseases  may  be  treated  at 
the  Rotherham  Hospital. 

Hospitals  provided  or  subsidised  by  the  Local  Authority 

or  by  the  County  CounoiS. 

Tuberculosis. 

Sanatoria  treatment  undertaken  by  the  County  Council  at 
several  Sanatoriums,  all  situate  outside  the  District;  the  Poor  Law 
Guardians  also  treat  cases  at  the  Kilton  Hill  Sanatorium,  Worksop. 

Maternity. 

Poor  Law  Infirmary,  Worksop,  and  Jessop  Hospital,  Sheffield. 

Fever  and  Small  Fox. 

Isolation  Hospitals  at  Swallownest  and  Brampton,  both  situate 
outside  the  District. 
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No  institutional  provision  for  unmarried  mothers,  illegitimate 
infants  and  homeless  children  in  the  district,  except  the  Poor  Law 
Infirmary  situate  at  Worksop. 

Ambulance  Facilitses. 

Infectious  Oases. 

Motor  Ambulance  provided  from  the  Swallownest  Isolation 
Hospital. 

Non-infeotious  and  Accident  Gases. 

Ambulances  are  provided  by  the  Colliery  Companies  in  the 
District,  also  the  Sheffield  Joint  Hospitals  Council.  There  is  also  a 
Motor  iVmbulance  at  Dinnington,  which  is  supported  by  the  in- 
habitants of  that  township. 

Laboratory  Work. 

Pathological  and  bacteriological  examinations  are  carried  out  at 
the  County  Laboratory,  Wakefield,  free  of  charge,  and  this  was 
freely  taken  advantage  of  by  the  Medical  Practitioners  during  the 
year.  Diphtheria  Antitoxin  is  kept  by  the  Sanitary  Inspector  and 
supplied  to  the  Medical  Profession  free  of  cost. 

Food  Supply. 

Two  carcases  were  condemned  and  destroyed  on  account  of 
tuberculosis  during  the  year. 

Drainage  and  Sewerage. 

Improvements  were  carried  out  during  the  year  as  follows: 
Surface  water  sewers  laid  in  Quarry  Passage  and  Coronation  Avenue,. 
Dinnington,  also  Firvale  Street,  Harthill. 

Extensive  enlargements  of  the  Dinnington  Outfall  works  com- 
pleted.

One  hundred  and  fifty  pail  closets  and  privies  were  converted 
into  water  closets  under  Section  39  of  the  Public  Health  Acts
